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Claims 1-17 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 1-5, 8, 9 and 41-17 are presented or examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 703 

The following is a quotation of 35.U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5, 8, 9 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gowri et al. (AJH 1992; 12: 744-766 submitted by the applicant) and 
Gowri et al. (Am J physiol Endocrinol Metab, 2000, submitted by the applicant) in view 
of Copp et al. (US 4,572,91 3). 

Gowri et al. (AJH) teach the use of masoprocol. a lioxygenase inhibitor for the 
lowering blood pressure. See the abstract. Gowri et al. (Am J Endocrinol Metab) teach 
that masoprocol, a lioxygenase inhibitor lowers serum triglycerides in rats. See the 
abstract. The above references differ from the claimed invention in the use of the 
claimed lioxygenase inhibitor, a phenyl pyrazoline derivative. Copp et al. teach the use 
of phenyl pyrazoline derivatives as lipoxygenase inhibitors. It would have been obvious 
to a person skilled in the art to use a phenyl pyrazoline for the treatment of hypertension 
and elevated blood triglycerides, motivated by the teachings of Copp et al., reference, 
which teaches phenyl pyrazole derivatives as lipoxygenase inhibitors. 

One skilled in the art would have been motivated to combine the teachings of the 
above references, since Gowri et al. teach the use a lioxygenase inhibitor for treatment 
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of hypertension and lowering serum triglyceride, and the other relates to the use of 
phenyl pyrazole derivatives as lipoxygenase inhibitor. The substitution of one 
lipoxygenase inhibitor for another would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art 
in the absence of evidence to the contrary. Applicant has presented no evidence of 
record to establish the unexpected or unobvious nature of the claimed invention, and as 
such, claims 1-5, 8, 9 and 14-17 are properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a).
